W ashington City , Ju ly 29.—Th? chief of 
tbo bureau of animal industry ha« just made 
a preliminary report to the commissioner of 
agriculture on the progress of the work for 
the suppression of pleuropneumonia for the 
six months ended June 330, 18,87 
Ho state« 
that the last appropriation of $500,000, aud 
the law giving authority to compensate for 
diseased and exposed animals, and also to 
quarantine and disinfect premises, has enable* 1 
the bureau to accomplish very much more 
than had been possible previous to that time. 
The new rules and regulations made to con­ 
form with this act, issued April 15, for ct> 
operating with the variouf states, though as­ 
suming much more authority tlmn the old 
ones, have been very favorably received and 
accepted by the authorities of twentv-two 
states and seven territories. 
The legislatures 
of the states of Illinois, New York, Rhode 
Island, and Virginia have passed acts giving 
full authority to the officers of the bureau for 
the quarantining, 
condemnation, and de­ 
struction of animals affected and exposed to 
dangerous contagious diseases. 
Pennsylvania is the only state in the union 
believed to be affected with pleuropneumo­ 
nia the authorities of which have declined 
both to accept the new rules and regulations, 
and to give the national inspectors any re­ 
cognition in this work. 
The last communi­ 
cation received from the governor’s agent, is 
to the effect that providing the attorney gen­ 
eral decides favorably the department of 
agriculture will be permitted to pay the ex­ 
pense of the work in Pennsylvania, on condi­ 
tion that the work is done under the supervi­ 
sion of an officer under the governor’s con­ 
trol, and subject to rules emanating from 
him. 
Such rules must be subject to abroga­ 
tion by either party, 
soon as they are 
shown not to be to the advantage of either, 
and there must be no possibility of damage 
to the interests of the state by the action of 
the national officers. 
Co-operation is not recommended upon 
these terms, as it is believed that work under 
such conditions would be no more effective 
than the present state work, and consequently 
the government has nothing to gain by pay­ 
ing the expenses. 'An investigation is recom­ 
mended to determine the extent of the infec­ 
tion in Pennsylvania, and if this should prove 
sufficient to endanger the animals of other 
states the cattle of Pennsylvania should be 
placed in quarantine and prohibited from 
going to other states, unless accompanied by 
a permit from an inspector of the bureau of 
animal industry. 
During the six months, the officers of this 
bureau have inspected 2,368 herds in Illinois, 
containing 12,031 animals. 
They have made 
post mortem examinations on the carcasses 
of 3,183 animals that have been slaughtered 
from the infected district, and of these 299 
animals showed tho lesions of contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia. 
Since 
April 
20, 819 
animals have been compulsorily slaughtered 
in Cook county alone and paid for by this 
bureau. 
Of these, 234, or nearly 30 percent, 
were affected by this disease. 
Very few 
affected animals are now being found, and it 
is believod that the outbreak is about stamped 
out. 
In Maryland 2,406 herds have been in 
spected, containing 25,739 animals. 
Of these 
herds, 233, containing 2,G70 animals, were 
quarantined. The number of diseased ani 
mals found in these herds was 744. One them 
sand two hundred and fifty-three post-mortem 
examinations have been made on carcasses of 
slaughtered animals, showing 765 to have been 
affected with pleuro pneumonia. 
Very few 
recent cases of the disease have been found, 
and it is believed that but little more trouble 
is to be apprehended. 
The work in New Jersey has only recently 
commenced. 
Four hundred and fifty-three 
herds, containing 3,815 animals, have been 
inspected. 
Twenty herds have been found 
infected, containing 248 head, of which thirty- 
five wore reported diseased. 
Twenty-eight 
animals were slaughtered, of which fifteen 
were found to be affected with pleuro-pueu- 
monia. 
In New York seventy-nine herds, contain­ 
ing 2,201 animal, were inspected. 
Of these 
forty-five were infected and contained 937 an­ 
imals, of which 125 were reported diseased. 
The number slaughtered was 117, of which 
twenty-five showed the lesions of plouro-pneu- 
monia. 
The total number of herds inspected in the 
different states during six months was 5,351, 
containing 45,094 animals. Of these 298 herds 
and 11,628 animals have been placed in quar­ 
antine, among which wore found 904 dis­ 
eased animals. 
Post-mortem examinations 
were made on the carcasses of 4,581 animals, 
and showed that 1,104 of these were affected 
with pleuro-pneumonia.
